Free State's 30,000 Private Motor Cars : 
-Cambering of Highways ;

“MOTOR- “NOTES, NEWS AND VIEWS. 


. Need for Modern Road Formation : 
Its Effect on Traffic. 


A good tyne of 

To-day. there . are thirty thousand 
private-owned motor cars registered in the 
Free State. In 1923. the total was 


8,578, so that in less than seven years 


the number of such vehicles has increased 
by more than three. hundred per. cent. 
Almost every month the import of cars for 
use on our roads shows a tendency to in- 
crease, and it is quite obvious that both 
the private car and the commercial vehicle 
will continue to increase in numbers until 
such time as aerial transport comes to thé 
aid of the already heavily laden hi; ghways. 

The change from the present mode of 
carrying passengers and goods is. not, 
however, likely to take place in. the 
immediate future, and’ for sonie years. to 
come thé roads of this and other countries 
will bear the brunt of the inereasing 
traffic. | i 
The day of the railway for passengers, 
and, indeed, goods, too, up to a distance 
of fifty or sixty miles, is fast. passing 
away. With these facts confronting them, 
road builders will have their hands: retty 
full not only in putting the main and link 
roads into a condition which will bear the 
increasing traffic, but in: forming and 
reconstructing the roads in such a manner 
that all sections of their area will be as 
comfortable and as safe to drive on: as the 

crown of the highways.is at present, 

It is the exception. to-day to find traffic 
keeping to its rightful part of the réad, 
the usual practice for all road users— 
both fast and slow traffic—being to keep 
as near as possible to the centre of the 
road. The reason is that drivers here drave 
a comparatively level surfaee, whereas 
if they keep to their right side, owing to 
the unnecessarily steep ¢ambering of “the 
roadway, the driving.of horse and motor 
car alike is made much more uncomfort- 
able and arduous, Such roadways sloping 
from the centre to the side-walk—in many 
cases to a depth.-of two, or even three, 
feet—when the surfaces are wet or greasy 
are the frequent cause of serious. accident. 
W hiko’much improvement has been made 
in the newly-constructed and re-formed 
roadways, surveyors are still inclined to 
camber too steeply. It is no uncommon 
experience to find tmportant © traffic 
arteries cambered to the extent of 2 in 18 
and the corners to an even steéper in- 
cline. ~The consequence is that to avoid 
driving at a tather uncomfortable angle,

road users. keep to the crown of the road, 
causing delay, congestion, the cutting in 
and out of cars, and often serious acci- 
dent. 


CHANCING THEIR LUCK. 


_ At deeply cambered corners the danger 
Is greater still, especially during in- 
clement weather, when most motorists, 
sooner than invite a skid. by keeping in to 
their own side, chance their luck and cut 
such cambered corners often to the danger 
of themsélvés and others, 
The cure for these malpractices on the 


road is the reducing of the camber. With 
the adoption of sheet and mastic asphalt 
and concrete, there is-no necessity for 
cambering more than 2 in 36, which has 
been found. sufficient to carry off all water 
from the centre of the road and gives an 
almost level surface. 

An excellent example of a modern road- 
way has been reconstructed on the 
Merrion -road from Ballsbridge to Ailes- 
bury road, and since it’ has beén opened 


“to traffic the change in the conduct of 


trafic has been very marked. Both motor 
and other traffic keeps well in to the left, 
leaving the centre of the ‘roddway elear 
for not:only the trams, but for the faster 
moving ‘traffic. It clearly demonstrates 
that on suitably Jaid-out roads traffic will 
conduct itself as it should. 

Similar types of roads having slightly 
cambered surfaces would contribute more 
than anything else to a reduction in the 
increasing toll of accidents and to the free 
flow of traffic, .particularly im congested 
areas.

Electric Hardoll pumps, the first to be 
erected in Great Britain or Ireland, have 
been installed,.so that purchasers of. spirit 
have the maker’s guarantee that they will 
get delivery of the exact quantity of 
for .which they pay. Beyond 
pointing the indicator to the number of 
gallons required arid pressing a lever, the 
garage attendant has no connection with 
the delivery of the petrol, and can in no 
way interfere with the pump. 

A power washing plant, and power 
air pumps are included in the equipment 
provided by the company, which holds 
agencies for the leading makes of British 
and Continental cars. 


WHITE LINES FOR DUBLIN. 

The Dublin traffic authorities, having 
approved of the white line system of traffic 
direction, introduced this week the first 
section of these lines at the junction of 
Grafton street and College Green. The ex- 
periment has been under constant scrutiny 
by traffic officers since its introduction, 
and I have been told that the result is a 
very definite improvement in traffic con- 
ditions at this bottle-neck thoroughfare. 
Similar sets of lines will be laid at the 
junction of Nassau street and Grafton 
street and at all other intersections of 
thoroughfares where the traffic volume is 
heavy. The white lines now marked in 
paint will be replaced by steel studs, 
which will be kept bright by the friction 
of trafic. This system has been in opera- 
tion in English cities for some years, and 
it has been found a very satisfactory aid 
to traffic direction and control.

He mentioned the displacement of the. horse 
by - motor locomotion as having deprived 
the farmer of a. very good home 
market which he formerly enjoyed—a good 
demand for middle-class horses, which wre 
produced on the land cheaply.. The Free 
State farmer had to sell his food produets in 
competition with a world market, and con- 
sequently had no control over the price that 
he received. Their competitors, owing to 
various advantageous conditions, 
abled to place their products on the markets 
at rates which the Irish farmers could not 
compete with owing to. their highly-taxed 
land and highly-paid labour, 

The disadvantages. under which the Free 
State farmer carried on his business: had 
produced a state in which he had rates 10) 
per cent. over pre-war rates, wages 200 per 
cent, increase, and practically every other 
agricultural necessity carried’ no less than 70 
per cent. increase; while, on the other hand, 
his cattle were not more than 20 per cent. 
dearer. There was no doubt as to the un- 
fair burden on the farmer and the diminution 
of his income from the land.’ The. relief 
gained by farmers from de-rating would en: 
able them to purchase the very necessary 
manures for the land, and thereby increase 
its fertility and productive capacity, 


THE COST OF LIVING. 

Mr. E. Mahon, County. Councillor,.Castle- 
comer, said. that he was opposed to either 
partial or complete exemption from the rates 
levied on agricultural land, buildings, and 
other hereditaments unless and until it could 
be clearly shown that such exemption would 
result in greatly increased production and 
employment ; that it would not result in the 
increase of the cost of living, and that it 
would not lead to a lowering of the wages 
paid to clerical workers. He did not think 
that these things would result from partial 
or complete de-rating. 

It was quite obvious that if rating relief, 
partial or entire, be given, the Exchequer 
grant to support local services must be re- 
couped from some quarter. He could see 
enly one or other of two methods of recoup- 
ment—namely, direct or indirect taxation. 
He did not think that any considerable sum 
could be got by increased direct taxation. 
Only indirect taxation 1emained, and it 
would press most heavily on the small agri- 
cultural holder, who would reap little benefit 
from de-rating, and on the working classes. 
The small number of large landholders would 
benefit at the expense of a cost of living 
increase. It was suggested: that the Ex- 
chequer could be recouped by a lowering of 
salaries of Government and local clerical 
workers. That, he considered, would be a 
very dangerous experiment on people charged 
with the administration of their finances. 


COUNTY COUNCILLOR’S SUGGESTION. 

Mr. James Brophy, County Councillor, Kil- 
kenny, in a statement, said that the full con- 
tribution of the present administrative rates 
levied if supplied by the Exchequer in 
future would help the restocking of the 
farms where hve stock had been reduced 
during the last ten years. The present con- 
tribution of rates could be applied in the 
improvement of land, rebuilding or extension 
of present buildings, draining, manures, and 
so on, all of which would increase employ- 
ment and also the profits of the farm, Such 
relief would save local authorities the ex- 
pense of interest on overdrafts and poundage 
fees'on rate collection. All roads should be 
a national charge, and works on roads should 
be ‘carried out by contract,

ESTIMATE NOT MADE PUBLIC. 

Mr, Bailey, the setretary, replied that it 
was not more than the sum which was stated 
before the inquiry; but, iniview of taking a 
contract for-the bridge, he did not think it 
well that the figures should be revealed in 
public. i 

Mr. William Field remarked that among 
the public outside there was a good .deal of 
misconception in regard to this project, and 
the Board’s action in regard to the matter 
was being ‘unfavourably criticised. There 
was no doubt, however, that something had 
to be done; to cope with the glut of traffic 
along the harbour quays. The Board were 
now discharging a legal obligation, and it 
was late to protest against the scheme. It 
was well, however, to state that there were 
objections from outside sources, and the 
yea should be informed of what the 

oard were doing in proceeding at tiis 
Stage to lodge the plans for the work. 

The Chairman said that comparisons were 
being made with a bridge in the United 
States, but the circumstances of the two 
undertakings were totally different. That, 
he thought, had been made quite clear at 
the time of the inquiry, and, in proceeding 
with this transporter bridge project, the 
Board had been acting in an open and 
straightforward manner, They had gone 
before the Parliamentary Committee, and 
the time had passed for making a protest. 
The Board were bound now to do a certain 
thing, and the action of lodging the plans 
and estimate was the final step tewards 
going on with the building of the bride. 


SUCCESS ANTICIPATED. 

Mr. Field asked whether the Board would 
be informed of the probable cost. 

The Chairman replied that. all the facts 
of the undertaking were disclosed when the 
proposal was before the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, and the Board, under the Act that 
they obtained, were now committed to the 
bridge. 

Mr. Hewat emphatically denied that the 
Board were forced into this matter against 
their better judgment. The Board had not 
taken this step under pressure, and he antici- 
pated that the transporter bridge would be a 
great success in solving the traffic problem 
of the city. In his opinion, the time had 


‘passed for criticism of the project. 


A MEMBER'S COMPLAINT. 

Mr. Munden said that the undertaking was 
not unnecessary, as had been alleged by out- 
siders. In present conditions the police had 
a difficult task, and traffic along the quays 
was greatly hampered, and the people were 
unanimous in stating that the proposed 
bridge was a solution of a much-needed 
want, 

Mr. Hall complained that. the question of 
the bridge had. not been discussed before the 
Board as it should have been done. 

Mr. Bailey and the Chairman explained 
that the matter was discussed before a-Com- 
mittee of the whole Board, who were unani- 
mous in support of the proposal. Everything 
in connection with the scheme, the Com- 
mittee said, was conducted in proper form.

The British Postmaster-General, Mr. H. 
6b. Lees-Smith, who paid a flying visit to 
Dublin the other day, is one of the Liberal 
intellectuals who entered the Labour 
movement through the 1.L.P., but he has 
no sympathy with the latter’s present 

leadership. He comes 
of a military family, 
and was born in 
Muree, India. in 
1878, when his father 
was serving there as 
a major in the Royal 
Artillery. Intended 
for the Army, he got 
a cadetship im the 
Royal Military 
College. Woolwich, 
but resigned it in 
1895, and went up to 
Queen's College, Ox- 
ford, where he took 
his M.A. In the 
University he was keenly interested in the 
provision of higher education for working- 
class students, and helped to found Ruskin 
College for this purpose in 1899. Later he 
hecame Vice-Principal of the College and 
Chairman of its Executive Council. 

From 1910 until 1919 Mr. Lees-Smith 
sat in Parlament as Liberal M.P. for 
Northampton, but after the War he joined 
the I.L.P.. and rapidly made his way to 
the Labour front benches in the House of 
(‘ommons. For a time he was Lecturer 
on Public Administration in London 
University, and he has published works on 
Indian and economic questions.

The only cruiser. on the list. is the 
Leander, which recalls a celebrated frigate 
of the eighteenth century. The original 
Leander was built in 1780, and served at 
Accra, Teneriffe and the Battle of the 
Nile, from which Nelson sent her home 
with his despatches. On her way to Eng- 
land she was intereepted by a French ship 
of seventy-four guns, the Géneraux. In 
this, the greatest engagement of her 
career, the frigate fought her much bigger 
enemy almost to a stand-still. It was only 
when she had lost a third of her crew and 
accounted for a full third of the enemy’s, 
that she was compelled to surrender. For 
this gallant action her captain war 
knighted—a rare honour for a commander 
who had lost his ship 

Song and story are recalled bv the de- 
strover leader, the new Kempenfelt, which 
succeeds the first of her name in the 
World War. She is called after the justly 
famed eighteenth century admiral; 
Richard Kempenfelt, whose distinguished 
services were ended when he went down 
bravely with his ship, the Royal George, 
and six hundred of her company—not in 
action, but when refitting off Spithead. 
Other destroyers revive equally historic 
names—the Comet, of 1695; the Crescent, 
of 1588; and the Cygnet, dating as far 
back as 1585.

An Unclaimed Classic.

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An Old Time Politician. 


Mr. John Murphy, ex-M.P. for North- 
Kast Kerry, who died a few days ago, was 
one of the last of the old type of politician 
who formed the rank and file of John 
Redmond’s party in its heyday in the 
House of Commons. He had all the gifts 
and defects of the minor leader of his 
generation, and Irish constituencies do not 
send many of his like to the Dail or the 
Northern Parliament. In his last year he 
developed quite a passion for the invention 
of new cross-word puzzles with a personal 
interest. 

At Westminster Mr. Murphy's ideal 
statesman was Mr. Lloyd George. Even 
in these latter years, when Mr. Murphy 
had come out strongly against the Treaty 
for which Mr. Lloyd George had so much 
responsibility, his admiration for the 
Liberal leader was unhidden and un- 
diminished. Among Irish leaders his 
heart warmed most to the late William 
O’Brien. Indeed, his own style of oratory 
owed something to the inspiration of the 
protagonist of ‘‘ Conference, Conciliation 
and Consent.”’ 

I am surprised to learn that he was 
almost sixty years of age; for his youth- 
fulness of manner and of tastes suggested 
a man at least ten years younger. In 
Killarney he was one of the great 
characters of these years, knowing every- 
body, known to everybody. On a day's 
tour of the Lakes he was the best of com- 
pany. and his local knowledge, humour 
and affability made him the most com- 
panionable of guides. 


Coltar Markets. 


A Scots friend tells me that just now 
in some of the agricultural districts of 
Scotland the cottar markets for married 
men are being held. At these markets 
married labourers are engaged for a year, 
dating from Whit Sunday. As in the 
North of Ireland, the majority of the old 
hands are not keen on “flitting,’’ and 
they usually renew their engagements on 
the old terms. The wages paid are very 
good, and I understand that grieves, or 
foremen, get from £70 to £75 per annum ; 
head cattlemen, £60 to £67; and second 
horsemen or second cattlemen, £60 to £70. 
The rates vary in most districts, but a 
shepherd or the general workers, known 
as ‘‘orramen,’’ are always certain of 
either £75 or £80 a year. The perqui- 
sites consist of a free cottar house, a 
ton of coal, paraffin oil, oatmeal and 
vegetables. Incidentally, the cottar houses 
ure kept scrupulously clean, and they 
would prove a revelation to some of our 
rural Irish housewives. 


An Unfortunate [ncident. 


Mr. Thomas M. Johnson's recently- 
published book on the activities of the 
American Secret Service in the Great 
War, amid a host of interesting anecdotes, 
tells of an amusing incident that might 
have had unfortunate consequences. When 
the American Expeditionary Force was 
marching to the Rhine in 1919, it was 
received with enthusiasm by the Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg, which had suffered 
under the German occupation for four 
years. The Duchy’s tiny army, numbering 
only four hundred officers and men, enter- 
tained the Americans at the Casino in 
Luxembourg City, and an evening was 
spent in maudlin merriment. In the 
midst of the revelry an American 
Y.M.C.A, man, climbed upon the table 
and expressed his gratitude in the 
following doubtful terms:—‘‘The Ameri- 
can Army thanks you for this splendid 
welcome. We are glad to have liberated 
Luxembourg; and we know that, 1f ever 
the United States are invaded, the Army 
of Luxembourg wil] come over and liberate 
us.” Presumably the evening was so far 
advanced and the Duchy’s beverages so 
efiective that nobody quite understood him. 
The Secret Service, however, removed the 
offender on the ground that his presence 
might cause ill-feeling. 


A Philosophic Duellist. 


Your reference to duelling recalls the 
occasion (writes a correspondent) on which 
Daniel O'Connell was challenged by Baron 
Alvanley because he called that nobleman 
‘a bloated buffoon ’’ during a debate in 
1855. O'Connell had vowed, after the 
unfortunate D’Esterre affair, that he 
would never fight a duel again, but the 
challenge was accepted by his son, Morgan, 
on his behalf. The principals met, and 
shots were exchanged without injury to 
either party. Before the duel, however, 
one of his seconds remarked to the Baron: 
“My lord, whatever may be the result, 
the world is deeply indebted to you for 
having called this fellow out.’’ ‘In 
faith,” replied Alvanley, who had a keen 
sense of humour, “T am devilish pleased 
to hear that the world is indebted to me, 
for in that case the world and I are 
quits.”” When the affair was over, and 
the Baron was dismissing the coachman 
whom he had hired, he handed him two 
guineas. Surprised at the amount, the 
man exclaimed: “* But, my lord, I only 
brought you from wr?

Rare ‘Books. 


I notice that books with paintings on 
their fore edges are in great demand in the 
auction rooms at the present time. Those 
which have double paintings are, because 
of their rarity, especially valuable. In a 
few weeks a collection of eleven examples, 
all with double paintings, will be offered 
for sale. One example that is believed to 
be unique is a copy of the Bible, in nine 
volumes, every one of which is embellished 
with two views. St. Paul’s Cathedral and 
Magdalen College, Oxford, are on volume 
one, views of Stoke Poges Church and 
Stratford-on-Avon Church are on volume 
two, and views on another volume are 
of Canterbury Cathedral and Alloway 
Kirk.

An Trish Aeronaut. 


It is not generally known that to Tre- 
land belongs the honour of having made 
the first balloon ascent in the British 
Isles. It was ‘made by Richard Crosbie, 
a Wicklow man. Ascents had previously 
been made in France and Austria, and 
Crosbie, hearing of these, determined to 
make an attempt.’ After some preliminary 
experiments with animals, which proved 
the ascent to be quite safe, he made his 
first attempt on January the 19th, 1785. 
The ascent was made from Ranelagh 
Gardens, in the presence of an enormous 
crowd, and, after some hours, he suc- 
ceeded in landing safely on the North 
Strand. The pilot's uniform and the de- 
corations of the balloon would certainly 
put modern aviators to shame. The 
balloon and the ‘“chariot’’ were 
elaborately painted and emblazoned with 
the arms of Ireland, The pilot’s uniform 
consistei of an overcoat of oiled silk, lined 
with fur; a waistcoat and trousers of 
quilted white satin, and Morocco boots, 
finished off with a leopardskin cap. 


An Unclaimed Classic. 


“The Burial of Sir John Moore,’’ 
though too well beloved as a recitation, is 
certainly a classic. Yet its author, the 
Rev. Charles Wolfe. curate of Donagh- 
more, County Tyrone, never claimed its 
authorship. During his life it was 
ascribed to many authors, including 
Campbell, Byron, and Barry Cornwall, 
and it was only the discovery of a letter 
after his death which proved it to be his. 
This strange man lived in a state of 
absolute poverty. A few rickety chairs 
and a small table, all heaped with books 
and papers, were his only furniture. Two 
trunks served as cupboards and also to 
cover the holes im the floor. The wall- 
paper hung in long mouldering strips. 
Added to this, he rarely bothered to eat 
anything more than a crust. This mode 
of life rapidly undermined his health, 
and he died at Cork aged only thirty-one.

DIFFICULTY IN ENROLLING 
MEMBERS. 


The Committee of the Irish Branch of the 
League of Opera, at a meeting held in the 
(tresham Hotel, Dublin, yesterday evening, 
decided to write to Sir Thomas Beecham ask- 
ing him whether he would state a definite 
date for the start of the opera season in 
connection with the League. It was agreed 
to point out in the communication that, al- 
though the Committee had been working very 
hard, they fonnd considerable difficulty in 
enrolling new members, as they had nothing 
definite to offer people in return for their £1 
subscription. 

It was pointed out during the discussion 
that there must be a total membership of 
2,500 in every branch before an opera could 
be brought to the centre in which it worked, 
and that, should a particular branch have 
the required quota, it must wait until the 
combined membership of the League in 
Great Britain and Ireland was 60,000 before 
the opera season began. The total member- 
ship ap to February last was 40,000, the Irish 
branch membership bei f 1,500, 

The Chairman, Mr. F. M. Sammerfield, 
said that it was not businesslike to be asking 
people to pay subscriptions without having 
something to put before them.

"Eat position of Northern Ireland, so 
far as its financial relations with 
Great Britain are concerned, is evidently 
displeasing to the English Labour Party, 
and a drastic change in pdlicy is fore- 
shadowed. Any alteration in the existing 
ggreement would, of course, be to the 
disadvantage of the Six Counties in the 
administration of its social services; yet 
local factionists and partisans opposed to 
the Northern Government appear to wel- 
come any scheme that would place the 
Prime Minister and his colleagues in a 
predicament. It has even been suggested, 
amidst Labour cheers, that Westminster 
should restrict the Imperial contribution 
to the Unemployment Insurance Fund, 
although such action would at once reduce 
the level of benefits for the working- 
classes. Party prejudice frequently makes 
people blind to the realities of life. 

The Northern Minister of Labour has 
pointed out on several occasions that the 
arrangement with the British authorities 
has enabled the out-of-work “ doles’”’ to 
be maintained on the same scale as in 
England and Scotland, and ‘anything 
calculated to damage that favoured posi- 
tion must be deprecated, 


FLOW OF THE GOLDEN STREAM. 


In these circumstances, it is surprising 
to find the Northern Ireland Labour Party 
apparently acquiescing in suggestions that 
the flow of the golden stream from West- 
minster to Belfast should cease. Speaking 
at the Labour Conference in Belfast this 
week, Mr. J. Compton, M.P:, a member 
of the Labour Party National Executive 
Council, said that they were not happy 
with regard to the Tory transactions rela- 
tive to Northern Ireland in the past. 
Money, he declared, had been poured into 
the Six Counties by the Tory Exchequer, 
and had not been put to the best uses. 
Northern Ireland had been the pampered 
darling of the Empire, but that had got 
to cease, and the province would get 
justice, but nothing more. If Mr. Comp- 
ton’s threat is realised, the first to suffer 
in Ulster will be the workers themselves. 

Since the passing of the new Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act, many thousands of 
names have been added to the registers in 
the Exchanges, and if the British Exche- 
quer did not provide for them, the prospect 
would be anything but cheerful. It is 
significant that Mr. Compton took 
different view of conditions in England. 
Dealing with the reduction of naval arma- 
ments, he said that there were hundreds 
of thousands of men employed in the 
naval dockyards who viewed with grave 
concern these proposals, because they 
would affect the workers. ‘‘ And our 
workers, added Mr. Compton, ' will not 
be seriously damaged by anything that 
our Prime Minister may do.’’ If that be 
so, then there is hope for the toilers of 
Northern Ireland, notwithstanding the 
dark hints of back-benchers of the Labour 
Party. 


THE EDUCATION CONTROVERSY. 


A bitter controversy is being waged 
around the bill to amend the Londonderry 
Education Act at present before the 
Northern House of Commons, the clause 
which proposes to establish a special 
franchise for the compulsory representa- 
tion of “ religious and educational inte- 
rests’ on borough and regional com- 
mittees being particularly ‘resented. The 
bill was promised. by the Government in 
response to pressure by the combined Pro- 
testant Churches and the Grand Orange 
Lodge, just prior to the general election 
in order to avoid a crisis, but it has been 
opposed in important respects by the 
teachers and the Association of Exuca- 
tional Authorities of the province. It is 
feared that objectionable features con- 
nected with the old clerical managerial 
system may be revived and sectarianism 
introduced, as opposed to popular control 
and freedom in education. 

The aspect of the question was put by 
the Rev. D. D. Boyle, M.A., a member of 
the Belfast Education Committee, who at 
the Conference of the Ulster Teachers’ 
Union this week condemned the bill as a 
‘‘ libel on teachers.’’ He said that the 


Presbyterian Church, for which he spoke, 


had absolutely changed its position with 
regard to education during the last twenty 
years. It used to stand for united secular 
und separate religious instruction, but now 
the Church said: ‘‘ We cannot any longer 
trust our laymen and women, educated 
and uneducated, to form our County 
Councils, our regional committees, our 
education authorities, and to keep our 
schools Christian unless you put us, clergy, 
on to the committees of the schools.’’ He 
was surprised, he added, that the Northern 
Government had listened to them. There 
are similar heart-burnings In many 
quarters, but it is unlikely that the 
Government will be moved from its 
determined course in this particular 
respect. 


GATHERING OF THE CLANS. 


The Faster week in Belfast has been a 
remarkable one in several respects. It 
opened with its banned meetings as if the 
province was in a ferment, and then came 
the Conference of the Northern Ireland 
Labour Party, where republican resolu- 
tions were treated with scant ceremony, 
although the '' Tory ” Administration was 
severely criticised. The Congress of the 
Irish National Teachers’ Organisation was 
held, the delegates being addressed by 
representative people of widely divergent 
views. Lord Charlemont was there to 
defend his educational policy, supported 
by the Very Rev. Dr. Morrow, Moderator 
of the General Assembly; and the Most 
Rev. Dr. Mageean, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Connor and Dromore, presented 
his view of his Church’s position regard- 
ing the problem. From the onlooker’s 
point of view, it was all very interesting, 
and the various opinions were offered with 
moderation and restraint. 

The unity of Ireland in educational 
matters is embodied in this organisation, 
and it seeks the welfare of both North 
and South, directing attention to the 
merits or defects of the systems on either 
side of the border without fear or favour. 
In another hall, not far away, the Ulster 
Teachers’ Association, divorced from the 
parent body, was also in conference, its 
deliberations being chiefly concerned with 
the Government's: bill to amend the 
Education Act. The results were not 
favourable to the intentions of Lord 
Craigavon and his Cabinet in this matter, 
but that will not make any difference to 
the final outcome. The compliment paid 
to Sir John Lavery, the distinguished 
Trish painter, by conferring on him the 
freedom of the city was another notable 
event, and altogether Belfast can con- 

ratulate itself on having had a wonder- 
ful week, 


BALLYCASTLE HARBOUR. 


The Government has finally determined 
to adopt the smaller scheme for harbour 
accommodation at Ballycastle, on the 
Antrim coast, the chief consideration, so 
far as it is concerned, being the provision 
of landing facilities for the Rathlin 
islanders. The authorities have already 
constructed a pier on the island, and 
intend to complete the job by similar 
works at Ballycastle. There will be dis- 
appointment that the more ambitious 
“te of constructing a commercial 

arbour will have to be abandoned for the 
present. Perhaps, in the years to come, 
when the mineral resources of the district 
are developed, tke big scheme can be 
reconsidered, but at present it does not 
appear to be feasible. The cost of the 
landing pier is estimated to be £12,000, 
while the bigger scheme would require

EXHIBITION BY MESSRS. 
COMBRIDGE. AND COMPANY. 


Art lovers will be much interested in the 
exhibition of etchings which has been opened 
by Messrs. Combridge and Company at their 
Fine Art Galleries, Grafton street, Dublin. 
The collection on view is comprised of 
original works by three well-known and 
talented artists, each a specialist in a parti- 
cular line. 

For instance, Miss Eileen Soper is repre- 
sented by two dozen etchings devoted to 
delightful studies of children—not set 
portraits, but sketches of youngsters in- 
dulging in all sorts of games and pastimes. 
Miss p knows the ways of children 
intimately, as will be seen from such studies 
as ‘‘ Whip ‘lops,” “ Young England,” and 
‘* Cricket.” here is a delightfully natural 
line and plenty of animation about these 
etchings, the artist having the gift of express- 
ing a lot with a minimum oi effort. 

Louis Rosenberg works in a different 
atmosphere, his forte being architecture, and 
in the coilection now seen there are some 
lovely etchings of Italian and other con- 
tinental buildings. Venice inevitably finds. a 
place in tlie collection, the particular subject 
for a fine etching being the “ Grand Canal,” 
with its familiar bridge. The subject has 
been well handled, with a fine play of light 
and shade. ‘Piazza della Rotunda” also 
makes an admirable picture, with a great 
suggestion of spaciousness. There are two 
lovely imterior etchings of Ava Sophia, and 
in these, as well as in the “ Grand Bazaar ” 
and the '' Mosque of the Sultan,” the artist 
has secured very fine effects, both in his 
perspective and in his general treatment. 

Nautical life is well pictured im the work 
of Mr. Arthur Briscoe, who shows both 
etchings and water-colours. The artist 
certainly has an intimate knowledge of his 
subject, and gives glimpses of incidents and 
situations in the lives of those who go down 
to the sea in ships. His water-colours are 
marked by strength and character. There is 
a lovely sense of colour, as, for example, in 
the vigorous treatment of the barge ‘* Tjalka 
Gonda.” which almost suggests a mystery 
ship. ‘‘ The Tramp” is also a fine piece of 
work, and ‘‘ Yacht Harbour” also gives 
one a natural and pleasant picture of a some- 
what familiar scene. In the etchings which 
he has on view Mr. Briscoe shows a complete 
familiarity with life aboard trawlers, and in 
a wonderful manner has comritted stirring 
scenes to his work. 

The exhibition is worth seeing.

Mr. Cormac Walsh (Dublin) said that he 
was m favour of the resolution, because he 
believed the time had arrived when stock- 
taking should be done. Although the Irish 
programme had been in operation for eight 
or nine years, they were not aware of what 
progress had been made. He. disagreed with 
Mr. O’Hagan when he said that it was im- 
possible to teach other subjects through the 
medium of Irish, and pointed out that dur- 
ing the British régime pupils in the Gael- 
tacht were taught in English, a language 
that they did not know, and which they 
never heard spoken at home.

CRUCIFYING THE TEACHER. 
Mr. M. Leyden (Dublin) said that regula- 
tions were being made by someone apparently 
without sanction, and it was up to the 
teachers to see that, if regulations were 
made, they were made bv the Department 
and not by extremists. He protested against 
anything being used as a lever to crucify 
the teacher at any altar whatever. 

Mr. D. Daly (Cork) said that it was not 
Possible to teach pupils in a language that 
they did not understand. Thev were 
only reversing the process: that they protested 
so much against when pupils in Donegal 
aud other Gaeltacht districts were being 
taught in the English language. Until they 
got a higher standard of Irish in the mae 4 
they could not hope to teach the programme 
efficiently through the medium of Irish. 

The Chairman, in putting the resolution, 
said that the time had arrived when it was 
imperative to take stock of the position. 

The resolution was passed unanimously. 

THE GRANTING OF INCREMENTS. 

Mr. Duignan (Kells) woposed and Mr 
Madden (Navan) saaodhed a resolution, 
which was passed, demanding that incre- 
ments mm iúture be granted to teachers who 
get satisfactory reports, and that absence 
Of qualifications in Irish or any other subject 
should not debar any teacher already in the 
service from such increments. , 


PRIMARY SCHOOL CERTIFICATES. 

5. Mr. Bb. Thompson (Mullingar) proposed: 

That: the examination for leaving certifi 
cates in primary schools be not held in 
future.” He said that individual examina- 
tion was a menace to the teacher and a 
desperate Weapon in the hands of an un 
scrupulous manuge:. 

Mr. Boland (Mullingar) seconded. 
Mr. Hugh O'Donnell said that the examina 
tion was not compulsory. Neithe Mr. 
Nrisby ner himselfyhad put forward. pupils 
ior this examination either last vear or this 
ycar. If the matter was pressing heavily on 
them, the fault was their « vn. ; 

Mr. McGarry (Bray) said that if the object 
of the examination was to pit one school 
against another, he was in favour of the 
resolution. 

Mr. Martin Leyden (Dublin), opposing the 
resolution, said that it would be a serious 
step for the Organisation to press for the 
withdrawal of the examination. He had read 
the papers sent in last year for the 
examination, and was struck by the high 
standard of the answers. References had 
been made in different quarters to the low 
standard of the primary schools, but, con 
sidering the high standard ol the last 


examination, they had nothing to fear in the 
primary schools. ‘ 
DANGEROUS TO EDUCATION. 

Mr. Breen (Cork) said that the papers 
set for last year’s examination were an 
outrage and a danger to education and cul 
ture. ‘‘ Cramming’”’ was useless to children 
in primary schools, who should be taught 
things that would be useful to them in after 
life. His idea was that they should teach 
the child for citizenslup and not for examina 
tion. There was too much importance at 
tached to pseudo knowledye 

Mr. Gordon (Ennis) said that the Central 
Executive Con:mittee were right in defendiug 
the examination, ‘because they had adopted 
it, although under compulsion: but it was 
open to them. to revise thei opinion. Mr. 
Levdon had said that pupils had reached a 
high standard in the examination; but why 
had these papers been done so well? There 
were special classes of pr ked pupils sent tor 
it, and the correspondence elasses had been 
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Mr. P. Rohan (Kerry) said that he was 
opposed to compulsion for this examination 
lle would have the examination paper's dealt 
with by a central board. 
THE GENERAL SECRETARY. 

Mr. T. O'Connell, T.D., General Secretary, 
speaking for himself, said thai there were 
two things involved—the principle, and. tho 
method by which that principle could he 
brought into operation. What was the object 
of the primary education certificate, and 
what should be its object? Every child that 
had completed a sixth standard course in the 
National schcels should have some evidence 
Lo show that they had clone that course, 
He did not think that teachers had any 
ohiection to that. The public were asking, 
through the Minister “for Education, that 
everv child who had done that course should 
have some evidence of having done so li 
would mark off the children who left at the 
end of the third standard course from those 
who were entitled to the certificate. Not 
only had the public, who were paying for the 
education of the children, the. sight. and 
privilege to ask for evidence of that course, 
but they. as teachers, stiould insist upon pupils 
passing the sixth course hav'ag a certificate 
to show when going ‘nto employment or into 
technical schools. If they took that pointeot 
view they would find nothing wrong with the 
primary ‘education certificate. 

With regard to the method. if was 
ridiculous to think that the set of questions 
submitted ut the examination could be done 
by pupils who had done the sixth standard 
course at a National school. They should al- 
tack the trethod. A principle that they should 
lay down was that if there was to be a certi- 
ficate. thev, as orgauised teachers of primary 
schools, sbould have control of if. They 
would not get that control if teachers made 
wild statements based on one or two cases 
They might have managers who did things 
that should not be done, but the general body 
of t-achers and managers were honourable 
peopie. Were they going to get control 
(Cries of “Yes.”) He advised them to be 
slow in passing that resolution, hecause some 
of the papers set were not fair papers. 

THE MARKING OF PAPERS. 

With regard to the standard of the papers, 
Mr. O'Connell said that the number of papers 
under-marked he teachers. who had them- 
selves set a high-«standard, was as great as 
the number over-™marked hy teac ers “he had 
a low standard, If some teachers had not set 
such a hich stendard, the percertage of pupils 
submitted would have been higher. He Be- 
lieved that examination by itself was not 
sufficient. Te teacher should have a say In 
it, and that organisation should devise a 
method that would be satisfectory. Snch a 
certificate existed in England, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland. It was necessary, for the 
teacher, the taxpayer and the public that there 


should be some evidence of work done. Tt 
ould be a most effective answer to those who

FREE BOOKS FOR POOR

The annual Conference of _the Ulster 
Teachers’ Union was continued in Belfast 
yesterday, when a number of resolutions were 
adopted of interest to educationists in the 
North. 

A resolution in favour of the lowering of 
the compalsory school age from six to five, 
and raising it from fourteen to fifteen years, 
was moved by Mr. R. Mellroy, B.A. 
(Derry). He declared that in Scotland 
children had to attend school at the ace of 
five years. It was from fourteen years that 
the mentality of young people began to tell 
their future. 

Mr. J. M‘Clure (Derry) seconded. 

An amendment proposed by Mr. Griffith 
(Newry) to the effect that the age of entering 
be the first of July after the pupil had 
attained the age of five vears, was lost. and 
the resolution carried, 7. 

3 FREE SCHOOL BOOKS. 

Chere was an animated discussion on the 
resolution moved by Mr, J. G. J. Burrows 
(Enniskillen), to the effect that pending the 
time when it might be possible to supply 
free books to all children attending public 
elementary schools, they urged that education 
authorities should make arrangements for the 
supply of free books and stationery to 
necessitous children, and should lighten the 
burden in other cases by supplving free sup- 
jlementary readers, which might be kept in 
the schoo] and be available from year to 
vear. 

Mr. W. T. Griffith (Newry) said that he 
would not like to undertake in country 
districts to decide who was a_necessitous 
child. Endless friction would: be created if 
they began to make distinction. 

Mr. Robert Gray (Derry) said that he had 
much sympathy with what Mr. Griffith had 
siid.. The onus, however, was not put on 
the teacher, but on the parent. The time 
Was coming when they should have free 
books for all. 

The resolution was carried, only two taking 
up a negative. attitude. 

DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 

Miss 8. Allen (Belfast) moved a resolution 
vhich stated that instruction in domestic 
economy should not be compulsory before a 
pupil reaches the age of twelve years, and 
should not be obligatory in any school in 
which there was not a specially equipped 
recom for the purpose 

Mrs. 1. J. Grier (Omagh), in seconding 
the resolution, which was carried, pointed 
to the part which food played in the welfare 
of a nation. With regard to cookery a class- 
room for that, purpose should be provided. 

An addendum proposed bv Mr. H. a. ¥ 
Hill (Lurgan) and seconded by Mr. J. Power, 
\.C.F. (Donacloney), was submitted to the 
following effect: ‘‘ That lessons on this 
subject should be 14 hours in duration, and 
should be limited to 25 in each school year 
In all cases, whether the subject is taught 
in the school to which the pupil belonged or 
la a technical school.” ' 

The resolution was carried with the 
addendum. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION, 

A resolution on medical inspection was pro 
pesed -by Mr. William Scott (Belfast) and 
secouded by Miss Thompson. It stated that 
piovision should be made by every education 
authority in Northern freland for a fuller 
medical inspection of children attending 
public elementary schools, especially in their 
carlier years, and that where medical, dental 
or eye treatment was necessary, such treat- 
rient should be provided free in the case of 
all children whose parents were unable to 
meet the cost. 

The resolution was unanimously carried. 

On the invitation of Mr. Bryans, it was 
cecided to hold the next conference in 
Portrush.

Lady Connaught on Tuesday last on the 
voyage from Liverpool to the North Wall, 
Dublin, were removed from the Dublin City 
Morcue yesterday to the Pro-Cathedra!, 
Marlborough street, where they were received 
by the Administrator, the Very Rev. John 
blood. 

Father O'Sullivan, who was a native of 
Ballyoughter, Ballyferriter, Dingle, County 
Kerry, who was a well known preacher on 
the foreign missions, was 62 years of age. 
He was returning from Philadelphia to Ire- 
land on a holiday when his death occurred.

“WILD STATEMENTS’ DEPRECATED. 

Mr. T. Frisby (Kilkenny) said that the 
people who were responsibie for the examina 
Lion were now trying to kill it, and those who 
were against it were now trying to ‘keep + 
where it was, in the interests of the Organis: 
tion. He deprecated the wild statements that 
had been made in the course of the discus- 
sion, which were calculated not only to 
injure them as a profession, but to put them 
in a false light before the country, There 
was no reason why they should bring in the 
managers and condemn them for one 
individual. As a body they had nothing to 
say to them, They had enough to fight 
without fighting the managers tor no cause, 
His own experience of the leaving certificate 
was that, as it was being worked at present, 
it was eoing to be of no use to the children 
their parents, or the teachers. 

He was in favour of Mr. O'Connell's advice 
that they should take the matter into their 
own hands and work it inside. 

Mr. Thompson, in reply, said that he 
desived tu say that if he had said anything 
that might appear disrespectiul to tive 
managers, he withdrew it, and apologised. 
On the whole, the managers were all right, 
but the Crganisation existed for defending the 
one per cent. which might be victimised. The 
certificate of the teacher of the school, if he 
was worthy of trust at all, should super- 
sede any examination. 

" “THE CHAIRMAN. 

The chairman, in putting the motion, said 
that the examination was held in Northern 
Ireland, where it was given for the seventh 
standard, and not for. the sixth, as in che 
Free State.

We that the 
Association’s work is concerned mainly 
with traders and customers in the City 
and County of Dublin. Last year it 
recovered for its members debts to the 
amount of £535,298—an average of over 
£1,000 a week. This is a large figure, 
and, the more we study it, the 
formidable its significance becomes.

by persons of really slender means. In 
the next place, the-man or woman who 
refuses to reward a doctor’s services takes 
advantage, consciously or unconsciously, of 
his professional difficulties. The relations 
between doctor and patient are so personal 
and so intimate that every doctor has been 
reluctant, under whatever pressure, to 
transform himself from a counsellor into a 
dun. He has suffered bad debts and has 
maintained the high traditions of his call- 
ing. We hope that those traditions never 
will be impaired, but we cannot be 
surprised that doctors and other profes- 
sional men are beginning to resent the 
process of victimisation. 

The social and moral aspects of the 
widespread carelessness concerning debts 
are equally disconcerting. There can be 
no question that this sort of dishonesty 
increases the cost of living. In all trades 
to some extent, and in some trades to a 
large extent, the trustworthy customer is 
taxed with a proportion of the traders’ 
losses from bad debts. Mr, Stewart is of 
opinion that the same practice is imposed, 
of necessity, on the professional classes. 
He believes that, if doctors and dentists 
were not compelled to reckon with an 
“appalling ” percentage of bad debts, 
they would be able to lower their fees. In 
an analogy which must come home to our 
hearths and bosoms he says that, if the 
income tax authorities were as slack as 
the professional men, the honest taxpayer 
might be required to pay fifteen shillings 
in the pound. On the moral side we must 
view the present symptoms with some 
alarm, Dublin has plenty of money for 
amusement, and it seems that many people 
who fail to pay their doctors’ and traders’ 
bills can find ready cash for their personal 
pleasures. In former days duty came 
before pleasure, and, as the old Roman 
said, “debt was a grievous bondage to an 
honourable man.” Mr. Micawber, who,

So 
well did the founders appreciate the import- 
ance of the renaissance of athletics that 
they recognised only three ‘‘ Blues ’’— 
athletics, rowing and cricket ; and of these 
athletics were the first. Since then other 
games have received the honour, perhaps 
sometimes with scant justification; but 
even the strangest recruit to the hallowed 
fold bases its claims upon its link with the 
progenitor of all sport. The Amateur 
Athletic Association never has courted 
“ publicity ’’; it has been content to work 
for the sake of its creed. 


The House of Orange. 


On Wednesday Princess Juliana of 
Holland unveiled at The Hague a monu- 
ment in honour of Juliana van Stolberg, 
the “ Mother of the House of Orange.” 
The world owes much to this laay. There 
have been many dynasties since history 
began; but few, if any, have conferred 
greater benefits upon Europe than this 
august House has conferred. Indeed, to 
the greatest of its children we owe, to a 
large extent, the idea of religious tolera- 
tion. William the Silent was no Gustavus 
who battled with well-drilled platoons and 
sectarian bigotry. The fact that at his 
death both religions in the Netherlands 
were able to unite under his authority 
against the Spaniards is a sufficient proof 
of this statement. His son, Maurice, was 
one of the first generals of his age. 
Another William, who later became 
William IIT, of England, saw the danger 
to Europe of French aggression and paved 
the way for Marlborough’s victories. Thus 
it is not surprising that the Dutch 
always have returned to the House of 
Orange-Nassau in times of stress, and 
always the call has been answered, Yet, 
strangely enough, no ruler of Holland, if 
we except the short period of Louis Bona- 
parte’s rule which was forced upon the 
country by Napoleon, enjoyed the title 
of king until 1830, when Holland 
revolted from Belgium. From their 
earliest days the chiefs of Orange-Nassau 
seem to have grasped the principle of 
constitutional government—a manifestation 
of good sense which the Dutch must have 
welcomed after their experience of 
Charles the Bold and the Spanish Haps- 
burgs. The descendants of Juliana van 
Stolberg have set an example to the 
monarchs of the world. 


PHARAOH TROD ON 
HIGH PRIEST’S TOES. 


INCIDENT RECORDED ON 
GRAVE STONE. 
From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Thursday. 

Mr. Selim Hasan, the Egyptian 
excavator, who has been digging on behalf 
of the Egyptian University near the Cairo 
Pyramids, is reported to have found 
further objects of value at the sepulchre 
of Ra Wer, a Prince and high priest of 
the third dynasty (about 5,000 B.C.). 
These discoveries include a large necklace 
with four coils of pearls on a mounted 
gold chain, consisting of 264 pearls in all, 
and also several necklaces of precious 
stones and pottery, bearing coloured 
inscriptions, 

Among the stele (slabs used as grave- 
stones) 1s one measuring five by two and a 
half feet, on which it is recorded that the 
reigning Pharaoh during a certain cere- 
mony inadvertently trod on Ra Wer’s 
foot and begged his pardon, The high 
priest begged the King to inscribe the 
incident on a stela, to be placed on Ra 
Wer’s tomb, and this was done. 


PALESTINE AND THE 
EMPIRE. 


GENERAL SMUTS AND 
SECURITY. 
From REUTER'8 CoRRESPONDENT. 
JOHANNESBURG, Wednesday. 

‘‘ I have complete confidence that there 
will be far firmer handling of such situa- 
tions than we have seen in the past,” said 
General Smuts, referring to the Palestine 
disturbances of last year, at a Zionist 
banquet here to-night. 

“ If the Suez Canal is a vital interest 
to the British Empire, as it is,’’ he con- 
tinued, “the defence of the Suez Canal 
is not along that cutting of the desert, but 
in Palestine.. The British Government, tf 
they want security in Palestine for the 
Suez Canal, will, in future, be much more 
careful about the distribution of their 
forces, so that a recrudescence of these dis- 
turbances may not be repeated.”’ 

He claimed that the idea of a Jewish 
national home was much more firmly 
established and unshakable than most 
people imagined; but the death of Lord 
Balfour was a great set-back to the Jewish 
cause, “ for in him the Jews had lost a 
stalwart friend.” General Smuts added 
that he could not express an opinion on 
the report on the Palestine Commission.

Amateur Athletics, 


Yesterday the Amateur Athletic Associa 
tion celebrated its fiftieth birthday. 
Founded originaHy at a meeting in the 
Randolph Hotel at Oxford, it has per- 
formed a work that to-day is acknowledged 
by all. In Britain athletics have been 
the basis of all sports and have preserved 
the amateur status in its pure form. The 
Association’s influence has been felt 
throughout the length and breadth of 
Europe, until, in our own time, we read 
without surprise of the progress of the 
nations in physical culture. When the 
civilisation of ancient Hellas, preserved 
by Rome, was swamped by the incursion 
of barbaric tribes, the uplifting cult of the 
gymnast was lost in the new sport of war, 
which was exalted to take its place.

FRENCH AERIAL ESCORT. 
From Revuter’s CorrESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

The Prince of Wales is expected at Le 
Bourget early to-morrow afternoon. {If 
meteorological conditions are favourable, 
he will fly to Le Bourget direct from 
Marseilles, where he is due to arrive to- 
morrow morning. Otherwise he may have 
to make a short stop at Lyons to take in 
petrol. He is travelling strictly incognito; 
consequently there will be no ceremony, 
and no representatives of the French 
Government: will meet him at Le Bourget. 
The British Ambassador, Lord Tyrrell, 
will, however, be at the aerodrome to 
receive the Prince. 

The stop at Le Bourget will be as brief 
as possible. When the Prince’s aeroplane 
rises from Le Bourget on the last lap to 
London, nine French military chaser 
planes will accompany it as an escort of 
honour to the limit of French territorial 
waters. 


POSSIBLE LANDING AT WINDSOR. 

The Prince of Wales may land at 
Windsor to-day, if the plan to fly from 
Marseilles is carried out. The Prince will] 
fly in a Royal Air Force machine, piloted 
by Squadron-Leader Don and escorted by 
two other Royal Air Force acroplanes. 
He has a private landing ground at 
Smith’s Lawn, Windsor Great Park, and, 
if he should land there, he is likely to go 
on to Windsor Castle by motor car to see 
the King and Queen. Another possibility 
is that he will land at Northolt and drive 
to York House. 


BREMEN INCHANNEL 
COLLISION, 


BRITISH TANKER DAMAGED 
IN DENSE FOG,

During a dense fog in the English Channel 
vesterday morning the North German Lloyd 
liner Bremen came into collision with the 
tanker British Grenadier (6,880 tons) five 
miles off Dungeness. The liner sustained 
virtually no damage, and after being held 
up for four hours continued her voyage to 
Southampton. The tanker, which was bound 
for London with crude oil, was, however, 
badly holed, and lost large quantities of oil, 
She proceeded to anchor off Deal, where a 
motor boat with a doctor put out to her aid, 
and conveyed an injured passenger, Mrs. 
Robinson, ashore. 

Mrs. Robinson was on deck when thie 
collision occurred, and she received her 
injuries while rushing down below to bring 
her two children to safety. She was brought 
ashore and removed to Deal War Memorial 
Hospital, where her injuries were found to be 
a severe cut to the head and right arm, 
severe scalds to the right leg and ankle, and 
shock. 

OIL UPON THE WATERS. 

Streams of tnick crude oi continued to 
pour from the side of the British Grenadier 
the day, and by nightfall some 
two thousand tons of it was floating about 
in patches two inches thick inplaces. Two

Suddenly a steamer appeared out of the fog, 
coming towards the Bremen from vehind, and 
at an angle of forty-five degrees. ‘The Bre- 
men’s stem struck the steamer a glancing 
blow at. her forward end, and the tanker then 
disappeared into the fog as quickly as she 
had come out of it. 

WIRELESS COMMUNICATION. 

Commander Zeigenbein added that the Bre- 
men stood by for two hours and got into wire- 
less communication with the British Grena 
dier to see if she needed assistance. but re- 
ceived the reply: ‘Sustained heavy damages 
from collision, but I don’t need assistance.”’ 
“ After two hours searching for the vessel, 
the journey was continued to Southampton. 
When the collision occurred only two rear 
propellers of the Bremen were working, the 
LWO forward ones being kept ready 
to go astern should any emergency arise. 
The force of the impact was not very great, 
but the passengers who were below ian on 
to the decks. ‘There was no panic of any 
kind, though before the tanker disappeared 
again into the fog they could see her crew 
taking the covers off the lifeboats. 

When the Bremen arrived in Cowes 
Roads she was examined by the German 
surveying authorities, and passed as sea- 
worthy, and, after embarking passengers 
who had been waiting since midday, she

END OF FAR EAST 
PETROL WAR, 


STANDARD OIL AND ROYAL 
DUTCH AGREEMENT, 
Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

It is reported here that the price war 
in the Far East between the Royal Dutch 
Company and the Standard Oil Company 
of New York has been ended. The price 
war. it is stated, has been settled with an 
advance in prices of 100 per cent. An 
increase of eight cents per gallon on 
petrol or kerosene has been made, thus 
placing both prices in the Dutch East 
Indies and the Orient at a level equivalent 
to those obtaining“in the United States, 
plus transportation charges. This in- 
crease, it is added, follows the principle 
adopted in England a year ago. 

It is believed that the settlement 1s the 
result of Sir Henry Deterding’s recent 
visit here, when he discussed the petrol 
situation in the Far East with officials of 
the Standard Oil Company of New York. 

Wall street considers that another 
factor was the oil conservation programme 
recently Jaunched, which resulted in cur- 
tailed production all over the world, with 
a decrease in California particularly, and 
was helpful in reducing competition in 


the Far East.

Simplicity and a quiet distinction were 
the keynotes of to-day’s marriage of Edda 
Mussolini, the Duce’s nineteen years old 
daughter, and Count Galeazzo Ciano. The 
only sign of the power wielded by the 
bride’s father was to be seen in the small 
force of soldiers who kept order outside 
the parish church of Saint Joseph, where 
the ceremony took place. 

There was a general craning of necks 
when the bride appeared in the portals 
of the church on the arm of Count 
Costanzo Ciano, her future father-in-law, 
who is one of Signor Mussolini’s most 
doughty supporters. She wore a simple 
white satin gown, with a long train reach- 
ing six feet behind her, and a veil of old 
Venetian lace held by a garland of orange 
blossoms. She carried a bouquet.of white 
lilies, 

NO UNIFORMS. 

Behind the bride walked the groom, 
who gave his arm to Donna Rachele 
Mussolini, his future mother-in-law, while 
the Duce escorted the Countess Ciano, the 
groom’s mother. The men in the bridal 
party wore morning dress, with silk hats ; 
not a uniform was to be seen. 

To the strains of a wedding march from 
the organ the party proceeded to the 
altar,.in front of which faldstools had 
been arranged for them: white cushions 
marked those allotted to the bride and 
bridegroom. 

The parish priest, the Reverend 
Giovenale Pascucci, began the ceremony 
by celebrating Mass and giving the bridal 
pair Holy Communion. He then per- 
formed the ecclesiastical marriage cere- 
mony, and followed it by reading the 
Articles relating to marriage in the Civic 
Code. 

THE WEDDING MUSIC. 

When the priest pronounced them man 
and wife, after their rings had been ex- 
changed, the string band of the Augusteo 
and the Royal Philharmonic Choir, con- 
ducted by Maestro Antonelli, played 
appropriate music, 

The ceremony ended with a short address 
by the priest recalling the sanctity of the 
marriage sacrament and the indissolu- 
bility of the wedding tie. He finally 
imparted his Benediction to the bride and 
bridegroom and to their families. 

A distinguished congregation attended 
the ceremony, including all the foreign 
Ambassadors and Ministers, the members 
of the Cabinet, many Fascist notabilities 
and a large number of the Roman 
aristocracy. Sir Ronald Graham, the 
British Ambassador, with Lady Graham, 
and the Papal Nuncio were among those 
present. 

A VISIT TO ST. PETER’S. 

Outside the little church the excitement 
of the waiting crowd had been steadily 
rising, and when the bride and bridegroom 
appeared they were greeted with cheers 
reminiscent of the enthusiasm at the 
wedding of the Crown Prince to Princess 
Marie José of Belgium. 

The newly-married couple proceeded, 
immediately after leaving the church, to 
St. Peter’s. There no special measures 
had been 
great crowd had gathered in anticipation 
of their coming, and respectfully made 
way for them as they walked together to 
the Chapel of the Sacrament, where they 
prayed before proceeding to the tomb of 
the Apostle Peter, vhere they knelt again. 
On their way out they stopped at the 
famous bronze statue of St. Peter in the 
main aisle and kissed his toe. 


THE KING’S TELEGRAM. 

The wedding breakfast, a simple family 
affair, was held at Signor Mussolini’s resi- 
dence, the Villa Torlonia, onlv the bridal 
pair, their relations and the witnesses 
being present. This afternoon the Count 
and Countess: Galeazzo Ciano left Rome 
on their honeymoon, the whereabouts of 
which has been kept a complete secret. 

Signor Mussolini has received the follow- 
ing telegram from the King of Italy: “On 
this day of joy for your family the Queen 
and I send our heartiest felicitations, 
while expressing the most cordjal wishes 
for the lasting happiness of the young 
couple.” 

The telegram was signed: ““Your 
affectionate cousin, Victor Emmanuel.’’

KILLINEY TO HOWTH, 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT, 

As the immediate outcome of the inter- 
party conference which was held last week 
with the Free State Minister for Local 
Government, it is now understood that the 
Government will itself propose several 
important amendments to the Greater 
Dublin Bill. Instead of a Conjoint Ser- 
vices Board to control water supply, 
housing and sewerage services over thie 
city and the northern and southern coastal 
areas, i1e Minister will propose a Joint 
Consultative Council, whose business it 
will be to consider all matters of common 
interest to the County Borough of Dublin 
and the proposed Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire. The officers and staff of the 
Joint Council will, it is understood, be 
selected from the respective borough estab- 
lishments. 

It is also understood that the Minister 
for Local Government still remains 
opposed to the suggestion that a northern 
coastal authority should be set up, but 
that, as an alternative, he will now pro- 
pose to bring several hundreds of acres 
which adjoin the northern coast line imme- 
diately imside the new city boundary. 
This area—which is popularly known as 
“the corridor ’’—lies between the present 
city boundaries at Killester and Dolly- 
mount and the boundary of Howth Urban 
District at Kilbarrack lane. It is assumed 
that it will include the village and sur- 
roundings of Raheny. The effect of the 
decision, if approved by the Dail, will be 
to bring the whole coastal area from 
Killiney to Howth under the contro] of 
three urban authorities—namely, the 
‘*Borough Council of Dun Laoghaire,’’ 
the County Borough Council of Dublin 
and the Urban District Council of Howth:

GREAT AIRSHIP 
DAMAGED. 


R100 STRAINS A FIN.

While the British airship R 100 was being 
brought out of her shed yesterday she was 
slightly damaged. The following official 
statement was issued by the Air Ministry 
yesterday afternoon :— 

“The airship R 100 was transferred 
from her shed to the mooring tower at 
Cardington this afternoon. Conditions 
were good when the handling party started 
to move the airship at 1.30 p.m., but 
before she was thoroughly clear a cress 
wind sprang up, which caused the outside 
edge of the starboard elevator to scrape 
against the side of the shed. 

‘* Subsequent examination showed that 
the damage is slight, but the airship will 
be housed again in order to carry out the 
repairs as quickly as possible. 

‘There 1s no reason to think that the 
plans for a flight to Canada next mionth 
will be interfered with.” 


THE ATLANTIC FLIGHT. 

The Post Ofhce Engineering Department 
have made provision for a direct Jandline 
Jink between Cardington and Rugby Post 
Office wireless station, so that direct com- 
munication with the airship when over 
the Atlantic may be maintained. Part of 
this communication will be by weather 
maps transmitted as pictures. 


LEFT AT THE MOORING MAST. 

Externally the damage appears to be 
slight. A section of one fin has been 
wrenched outwards, and the fabrie torn. 
Inspection, however, may reveal damage 
to the internal wiring. 

A handling party of two or three 
hundred was assembled at Cardington 
Aerodrome at 6.30 yesterday evening to 
transfer the airship to her shed, but at 
8.30 the men were still standing by. 

R 100 spent the ni#ht at the mooring 
mast. Although flares were prepared in 
readiness for a removal after darkness 
from the mooring mast to the shed, it was 
finally decided to eancel the operation 
until daylight, and the airship will be 
removed to the shed for repairs, weather 
permitting, to-day.

TOKYO, Thursday. 

Speaking at to-day’s opening of the 
extraordinary session of the Diet, Baron 
Sidehara, Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
said; ‘‘ Between Japan and China an 
agreement relating to Customs duties is 
now ready for signature. Its main 
features are the recognition by Japan 
of China’s tariff autonomy and the 
reciprocal undertakings on tariff for a 
number of commodities.”’ ! 

The Minister added: ‘‘ The relinquish- 
ment by the Powers of treaty guarantees 
which are of great material value to them, 
and which the: have so long enjoyed, rests 
on the implicit belief that China will not 
make use of her new position to modify 
her Customs tariff in such a way as to 
hamper or destroy her foreign trade. I 
feel confident that China will live up to 
her moral responsibility, and prove herself 
equal to the trust thus placed in her by 
the Powers. The proposed agreement with 
China also provides for reciprocal engage- 
ments to maintain specified rates of duty 
upon a number of commodities for certain 
periods of time. What we naturally desire 
is the stability of our trade with China. 
We cannot be expected to remain in- 
different to frequent and radical changes 
in the Chinese tariff.’’ 

The Minister continued: “ We further 
propose, in accordance with our settled 
policy, to proceed to a discussion with the 
Chinese Government of other provisions 
to be incorporated in the new commercial 
treaty besides those which relate to Customs 
duties.”’ 


THE NAVAL CONFERENCE. 

Referring to the London Naval Con- 
ference, the Minister said: The treaty, 
of historic importance, was signed on the 
22nd of this month. It should be hailed 
with satisfaction by all those who have at 
heart the lvancement of peace and friend- 
ship among n«tions. Particular attention 
is invited to the agreement arrived at for 
the prevention of building competition in 
auxiliary craft. Japan, England and 
America, after repeated failures for more 
than eight years—since the Washington 
Conference—have finally succeeded in com- 
posing all their differences which had so 
far stood in the way of such an agree- 
ment. 

This fact in itself has a significance far 
beyond the legal effects indicated in the 
provisions of the Treaty. In the mutual 
relations of nations nothing can be more 
harmful or mor uncalled for than com- 
petition in naval construction. It is cal- 
culated to aggravate fear and uneasiness, 
instead of strengthening the confidence of 
any party in its national security. The 
history of the days preceding the World 
War bears a striking testimony to this 
tendency, 

The London Treaty puts an end to all 
competition in naval construction for the 
duration of its validity. ‘The value of the 
Treaty lies not only in such material 
advantages as the lessening of national 
burdens, but more especially in the moral 
influence it is bound to exercise upon 
international relations. 

Having reviewed the provisions of the 
Treaty, the Minister said: ‘*‘ None but 
extreme pessimists could possibly contend 
that the amount of strength to be allotted 
to Japan Curing the period ending in 1936 
will prove fatally short of the needs of 
our national security.’’

SERIES OF CRIMES OF 
VIOLENCE,

BELGRADE, Thursday. 

The trial of twenty-four persons accused 
of organising a series of crimes at Zagreb 
last year began to-day before the State 
Tribunal. The accused include the former 
deputy, M. Matchek. 

The Public Prosecutor, M. Outzovitch, 
opened the proceedings by reading out 
the charges against the accused. He said 
that last year two of them, Bernarditch 
and Hadjiji, formed two organisations 
with the object of attacking a number of 
important military and civil officials and 
of destroying public buildings. Having 
procured revolvers and explosives, the 
accused organised a series of crimes, 
beginning last November. They tried to 
wreck the Press headquarters at Zagreb 
and to blow up a railway bridge in the 
same neighbourhood, while a bomb was 
also placed in a concert hall at Zagreb. 

Another of their crimes, stated the 
Public Prosecutor, was an attack on 
General Belimarkovitch, General Tomitch 
and the Chief of Police, M. Bedekovitch, 
who escaped, though another officer, 
Captain Kaledin, was killed. The. indict- 
ment further stated that money and 
. instructions had been supplied by the 
lawyer, Jelatchitch, and a former officer 
of the Austro-Hungarian Army, Beguitch, 
and that the deputy, Matchek, had given 
sums of money on three occasions to help 
the young terrorists through the inter- 
mediary of Beguitch and Jelatchitch, who, 
he added, were arrested, and who had 
made a full confession. 

On the conclusion of the reading of the 
indictment M. Trumbitch, a former 
deputy, asked, on behalf of the defence, 
for an adjournment of the case in order 
to give counsel time to study more care- 
fully the dossiers of the accused. The 
Court's decision in regard to this request 
will be made known to-morrow.

THE CAUSE OF ECONOMY. 
——@————— 


In a leading article The Times of to-day 
observes:—With the conclusion of the 
Easter holidays—which, in spite of the 
prevailing weather, presumably inspired 
a more genial occupation—the considera- 
tion of the national finances once more 
suggests itself to the minds of thought- 
ful citizens: Mr. Smnowden’s Budget, 
mischievous as it is, may, perhaps, serve 
one useful purpose undreamed of by its 
author by drawing the attention of the 
public more forcibly than ever before to 
the disastrous trend of our post-war 
finance. After five years of Mr. Churchill 
and his (sometimes enforced) fiscal 
wizardry, the country had looked forward 
to the programme of a Chancellor of the 
Exchequer who had carefully fostered a 
reputation for soundness and orthodoxy, 
only to discover last week that it had 
exchanged the whips of Conservative 
extravagance for the scorpions of Socialist 
policy. To those who were more intimately 
acquainted with his doctrinaire views, Mr. 
Snowden’s method of balancing the national 
accounts can hardly have proved a complete 
surprise. Nevertheless, it cannot be denied 
that financial opinion in the City and 
elsewhere has received a severe shock from 
the deliberate, almost vindictive, attack 
on capital launched in the first Socialist 
Budget. 

It would, perhaps, be a little unfair to 
lay on Mr. Snowden the whole blame for 
the enormous increase in supply expendi- 
ture. He can, at least, plead with a 
show of justification that circumstances 
have, to some extent, forced his hand. 
Indeed, it may even be admitted that the 
vital task of stemming the rising tide of 
public spending, in which his predecessor 
had so signally failed was doubly difficult 
for a Socialist Chancellor. But considera- 
tions of this sort, whatever appeal they 
may make to our charity, do not affect the 
main point at issue, nor do they in the 
least absolve Mr. Snowden from the fullest 
responsibility in choosing the methods 
which he did for raising the additional 
revenue he required. It is here that the 
real mischief of his Budget lies. Instead 
of spreading the burden of fresh taxation 
evenly over the steadily diminishing 
number of taxpayers, he has deliberately 
preferred to exploit the few, in order to 
provide for the many more doles and other 
amenities known as Social Services. 


THE TAXPAYING CAMEL. 

Mr. Snowden, it is true, has expressed 
the hope that it may not be necessary for 
him to impose fresh burdens next year— 
if no new form of expenditure is in- 
curred. But with new commitments facing 
Parliament, to say nothing of the progeny 
of Socialist extravagance still unborn, 
does anyone really believe in the fulfil- 
ment of this pious aspiration? If it were 
possible to hope that the last straw had 
really been added to the burden, industry, 
at any rate, would know the worst; but, 
unfortunately, the tax-paying camel is 
only too painfully aware of the proximity 
of the adjacent haystack. In_ these 
circumstances the smaller income tax- 
payer, who has this year escaped the 
tender mercies of the Chancellor's atten- 
tion, has little reason to congratulate him- 
self. Like Odysseus in the cave of the 
Cyclops, he has been rewarded with the 
doubtful privilege of being eaten last. 
That is why it is essential that public 
opinion should be thoroughly roused 
before it is too late. 

Unless. and until, a sufficiently large 
section of the electorate can be made to 
realise that public spending in the long 
run only means private poverty for each 
and every class in the community, and to 
bring real pressure to bear upon their 
representatives in the House of Commons, 
the cause of economy is doomed.

Moville Fishery Board, at a meeting which

The matter was raised through notice otf 
motion by Mr. J. P. Mclvor. 

The Board’s solicitor (Mr. W. T. 
McMenamin) said that it was very essential 
that the Board should know exactly how they 
stood, as at the next meeting part of the 
business would be to appoint bailiffs and a 
patrol boat for Lough Foyle. At present 
there were two sets of bailiffs endeavouring 
to assert their rights over the same area. As 
that Board stood at the present time, they 
appointed bailiffs, and, while those men were 
on duty under their authonty, other men 
came down from Derry, having them believe 
that they were acting as bailiffs also. Yet 
the Board did net know who those men might 
be. That Board had never denied the right 
of the Foyle and Bann Fisheries to appoint 
bailiffs, but their permission never had been 
sought. The Board, in their discretion, 
might or might not grant this permission. 

Mr. Patrick O’Doherty—If bailiffs come 
down from Derry and seize nets on the 
Lough, is it legal for them to do so? 

The Clerk—That puts the whole thing in a 
nutshell. That is the whole question we want 
answered. Those bailiffs might be anybody. 

Mr. McMenamin said that his opinion was 
that it was a matter entirely for the in- 
dividual accosted to assert authority with the 
men who hold him up. The duties of that 
Board were defined by law, and beyond that 
they could not go. There might be an 
irregularity committed, but the question was 
how far did it affect the Board. 

Further consideration of the matter was 
adjourned to the next meeting.

The establishment. of schemes of con- 
tinuation jeducation and the recrganisation 
and further development of technica! 
education in the Free State are the main 
principles of the Vocational Education 
Bill, which received a first reading in the 
Da:l before the Easter recess, and copies of 
which were circulated among deputies and 
senators yesterday. . 

It is provided in the bill that: 

1—Counties and county boroughs must 
set up Vocational Education Com 
mittees ; 

2—Vocational Education Committees 
shall prepare schemes of continua- 
tion and technical instruction ; 

5—Attendance at these courses of in- 
struction shall be compulsory upon 
‘young persons’’ who aye wot 
attending secondary, national or 
approved schools. 

Briefly, the new bill, which proposes to 
repeal the Technical Instruction Acts of 
1889 and 1891, and sections of other Acts 
relating to technical education, provides 
continuation education for children who 
have left the nationa] schools, and also 
for the technical education of boys and 
girls between the ages of sixteen and 
eighteen, attendance at part-time schools 
to be compulsory up to the last-mentioned 
age. 

BRIDGING A GAP. 

In this way it is hoped to bridge the 
gap which now exists between the usual 
school-leaving age and the age when boys 
and girls are normally apprenticed to a 
trade or go into regular employment. 

For the purposes of the bill, continua- 
tion education is defined as education to 
continue and supplement education pro- 
vided in elementary schools, and includes 
general and practical training in prepara- 
tion for employment in trades, manu- 
factures, agriculture, commerce and other 
industrial pursuits, and also general and 
practical training for improvement of 
young persons in the early stages of such 
employment. 

Technical education means, according to 
the bill, ** education pertaining to trades, 
manufactures, commerce, and other indus- 
trial pursuits (including the occupations of 
girls and women carried on in workshops 
or connected with the household), and in- 
cludes education in the principles of 
science and art applicable to 
pursuits and in subjects bearing thereon 
or relating thereto, and also imeludes 
physical training.’ 


VOCATIONAL COMMITTEES. 
The Minister for Education has pow 
to include agriculture and other employ- 
ments in the scope of “ technical educa 
tion.

The committees may establish scholar- 
ships, but if they do not provide adequate 
continuation and technical education in 
their areas the Minister for Education 
may devise schemes, which must be put 
into operation by the Vocational Educa- 
tion Committee. 


PROVISION OF FUNDS. 

Funds for the provision of continuation 
and technical education, of course, will be 
provided out of the rates. The annual 
contribution for this purpose payable to 
the Vocational Education Committee shall 
be threepence in the pound for county 
boroughs, scheduled urban districts, rising 
to sixpence in the pound by annual in- 
creases up to 1942. In the counties the 
rate will be twopence in the pound at the 
beginning, and sixpence in the pound in 
1947. 

Out of the funds thus acquired the com- 
mittees will establish vocational education 
funds to defray expenditure incurred 
under the Act. 

Powers to borrow money for the erection 
of schools and works may be given to the 
committees by the Minister for Education, 
who may also make grants for similar 
purposes out of the education vote. 


POWERS OF COMPULSION. 
Parents will be obliged to see that the 
attend 11 continuation and 
technical schools for courses of instruc 
tion. and must furnish to the 
authority (the Civic Guards) particula 
of the names and ages of their children 
Employers of labour will be obliged to 
furnish similar particulars.

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DURLIN TRAFFIC 
CONTROL, 


O'CONNELL BRIDGE 
PROBLEM. 


- 


By OUR SPECIAL CorresPponpent. 

‘In recent years the Dublin traffic prgblem 
has become so acute that many efforts have 
been made to relieve congestion. Only yester- 
day in the /rish Times a new “white line”’ 
scheme was. outlined. 

The congestion, naturally, has made itself 
felt more particularly at the central city 
crossings, some of the most vital of which, 
from a traffic point of view. are situated at 
either end of O’Connell Bridge. For some 
time past the traffic authorities have been 
considering how best to tackle this .serious 
problem; for it may. be said that the traffic 
ón “the north and the south sides of the city 
radiates from and .conyérges on: this bottle- 
neck. Quite two-thirds of the city’s traffic 
passes over O'Connell Bridge, one way or 
other, in the coursé of the day. 

The first. step in tackling the problem of 
control was taken when the Smith O’Brien 
statue was removed from opposite Purcell’s 
corner on the south side. ofthe bridge, and 
placed on another site in Sackville street 
about a year ago. It was then thought that 
with the removal of the statue the congestion 
of traffic swinging over the bridge into West- 
moreland street would be considerably re- 
heved; but, although a certain amount of 
relief was given, it has heen found that much 
more remained to be done. 

The whole matter received the earnest con- 
sideration of the traffic authorities, and they 
concluded that the manner in which the 
trams now run across the bridge is a cause 
of serious congestion, particularly on the 
west side of the bridge. 


, PROPOSED ONE-WAY SCHEME. 

The (ra Times understands that the 
traffic authorities now have placed a certain 
proposal before the Duhlin United Tramways 
Company, and consequent on this negotia- 
tions have been entered into between. the 
Ministry of Local Government, the Dublin 
Corporation and the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board. 

The proposal of the traftic authorities is 
that the Tramways Company should so alter 
their lines running across. the bridge that 
there will be only “one-way traffic on either 
side of the island in the middle. At present 
there are dual sets of tram tracks on either 
side of the island. On the left, or west, side 
of the bridge a double line of trams run all 
day long in either direction, with the result 
that room is left on the thoroughfare for 
only. ohe line of motor cars. With traffic 
converging on this point from the South side 
of the ‘city-from Westmoreland street, 
D'Olier street and Aston’s quay—the conges- 
tion at the busy times of the day is ap- 
palling, 

The alterations in the tram lines will mean 
that trams proceeding North across the bridge 
will run only on the west side, while all tram 
traffic going South will run across the east 
side of the bridge, and not on the west side, 
as at present. A junction between the tram 
tracks on the east side of the bridge with the 
tracks im .Westmoreland street will be made 
by running a new line across in front of 
Purcell’s corner. 

QUESTION OF COST. 

The expense of these alterations, though 
big, will not be too great, but it is hoped to 
split it up among the Tramways Company. 
the Dublin Corporation and the Ministry of 
Local Government. The Dublin Port and 
Docks Board comes into the negotiations, be- 
cause it is probable that the Minister of Local 
Government will set aside some of the money 
that is ear-marked for the reconstruction of 
Butt Bridge to meet part of the expense of 
the proposed alterations on O’Connell Bridge. 

General W. R. E. Murphy, Assistant Com- 
missioner of the Civic Guard, and Inspector 
Hurley. the Dublin Traffic Inspector, are re- 
sponsible for these new proposals, and there 
is a sincere hope on their side that they will 
be approved, as they will represent a big 
stew towards efficient control of Dublin city 
traffic.

The case for a. Northern Coastal Borough 


In gonnection with the ‘ Greater Dublin ”’ 


Dill is set forth ina report which has been 
presentéd by Mr. F. W. Higginbotham, 
M.Inst.C.E.L, Howth Urban .Conncil’s Sur- 
véyor, to Mr, Meghen, the Howth Commis- 
sioner, who had asked for a report on the 
existing ‘services in the area of the proposed 
borough, ' 

Mr, Higginbotham says :—' As a principal 
suburb of Dublin, the future administration 
of the area is a matter for the Government 
rather than for the initiative of local 
residents in Howth or elsewhere. The issues 
involved are too big and too complicated to 
be disposed of by the purely local opinion of 
ratepayers in comparatively small areas. 
Already much public money has been wasted 
and considerable opportunities of development 
allowed to pass owing to the undue influence 
of frequently conflicting local interests.”’ 

“On the general question of future develop- 
ments in the proposed area, I believe that 
immediate unification under a single local 
authority will produce infinitely better results 
than would the annexation from time to time 
of small areas to the city, Experience in 
other countries has shown that the main- 
tenance of ‘satellite’ areas co-operating 
with the neighbouring city has been found 
to be a most ‘successful plan. Every part of 
the borough area now proposed has a definite 
inter-connection and relationship. It would 
serve as a lung for the city, while its peculiar 
development would remain in the hands of 
local representatives intimately acquainted 
with its problems.” 

We publish in this issue a map’ of the area 
with which Mr: Higginbotham’s report is 
concerned, It shows that the borough would 
include the present Urban District of Howth, 
the coastal corridor between .the city 
boundaries at | 
boundary at Kilbarrack lane, as well as Mala- 
hide, Portmarnock, Baldoyle, Raheny and 
Coolock, The normal population of Howth is 
about 4,000, and the districts which it is 
proposed to add to it have a population of 
some 5,000 permanent residents, a number 
which, the surveyor says, increases to 8,000 or 
10,000 during the summer. 

BAD SANITARY CONDITIONS. 

Mr. Higginbotham’s report on the water 
supply and sewerage. systems of the area in 
question reveals a very backward state of 
affairs. 

The report states that— 

Baldoyle has no water supply and no 
sewerage system; drains (in many cases 
defective)) discharge into the Portmarnock- 
Sutton estuary. 

Cooiock is getting Vartry supplies of water, 
but has no sewerage system. 

Raheny has no sewerage system, and no 


general water supply, though a few residents’ 


get special supplies of water at a cost of four 
shillings per 1,000 gallons, plus £1 per annum 
water rent. 

Portmarnock is without a sewerage systen. 

Some drains discharge on the “ Velvat 
Strand.’’ For water it is dependent on what- 
ever surplus may be available from Malahide, 
which has but ‘‘ somewhat precarious Jocal 
supplies of hard water from the Swords 
system. ”. 
_ Malahide sewerage system requires a new 
intercepting sewer. The present system dis. 
charges into the estuary which adjoins the 
‘Velvet Strand,” 

Howth urban district possesses adequate 
an of Vartry water, and the mains are 
sufhciently large to supply the surrounding 
areas. Howth, however, has only ‘‘ a limited 
system of main sewers, which discharge at 
the West Pier and Sutton Strand. The 
majority of the houses still discharge directly 
on the Howth and Sutton foreshores.”’ 

ROADS AND HOUSING. 

Dealing with roads, Mr. Uigginbotham 
states that from ‘‘ Portmarnock to Malahide 
the continuation of the road is so narrow 
as to prohibit motor trafne. If a mile of 
this road were widened, and the tramwav 
road from Raheny to Blackhanks completed 
(at estimated total costs of, say, £3,000), a 
rood coastal metor road would exist from 
Jollymount to Howth and Malahide.” 

With regard to housing, he says:—‘‘ The 
whole area contains a large number of cot- 
tages built under the Labourers Acts. These 
could be dealt with by the borough under 
the Housing of the, Working Classes Acts. 
At present the cost of their upkeep varies 
from sevenpence to ninepence per £1 valua- 
tion on ratepayers. Under a single authority 
these rate contributions could be substan- 
tially reduced.’’ 

“ Miscellaneous services, including beach 
improvements, bathing facilities, ete., are 
quite imadequate for present needs,” he 
declares. ‘‘A comparatively small rate 
charge over the proposed area, with its im- 
proved borrowing powers, would ensure a 
substantial direct profit to local traders and 
help to stimulate suburban building opera- 
tions along the whole coastal line from 
Dollymount to Malahide.” 

SUGGESTED IMPROVEMENTS. 

Mr. Higginbotham considers that the 
following improvements should be pro- 
ceeded with at once :— 

(1)—The construction of unified sewerage 
systems for Portmarnock, Baldoyle, North 
Sutton and Raheny at an approximate cost 
of £40,000. 

(2)—The extension of the existing Vartry 
mains to Baldoyle and Portmarnock, and 
the supply of water distribution.systems at 
these points, and at Raheny and Coolock, 
to cost approximately £5,000. 

(5)—Other improvements to cost, say, 
£5,000, making a total of £50,000. 

Concerning the effect of the unification 
at the districts shown on the map into a 
Northern Coasial Borough, Mr. Higgin- 
botham says :— 

‘If it is assumed that the whole 
of this capital outlay. is to be under- 
taken by the ratepayers of the proposed 
boraugh, the question of raising the neces- 
sary capital becomes extremely important. 
The borrowing powers of Howth U.D.C. 
wre practically exhausted for public health 
purposes. But the proposed borough, hav- 
ing completed the initial works set out, 
would still have a margin of borrowing 
powers sufficient for the foregoing outlays. 


EFFECT ON RATES. 
“Allowing for bitilding developments 
which would follow unified administration 
and the improved services outlined, I am 
eonfident that the average rate over the 
whole area would soon fall considerably 
below the present Howth Urban rate. In

From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
ie CORK, Thursday. 

It was stated at the Fordson tractor works 

in Cork to-day that no official intimation 
had been recéived there of the intention of 
Mr. Henry Ford to cross the Atlantic this 
rear, 
y It was announced some time ago that Mr. 
Ford intended to complete a “ deal ” for the 
establishment of a factory at Vienna for the 
manufacture of spare parts for motors and 
tractors. 

The possibility of the establishment of this 
new factory is not viewed with any anxiety 
in Cork. Ford tractors are now manufac- 
tured at any other centre, and this type of 
Ford machinery is shipped from Cork to all 
parts of the world. 

THE CORK WORKS. 

A highly placed official of the firm at Cork 
deprecated the fear that the Free State 
would lose the Ford works at Cork. 

“Thousands of pounds are tied up in plant 
alone in our factory here,” he said, ‘‘ and in 
view of our present extensions it should ap- 
pear unlikely to any level-headed business 
man that our activities in Cork should 
cease.’’ 

Mr. N. Pearse, the assistant general 
manager of the company here, admitted the 
possibility of a factory being established at 
Vienna, in view of the large field for develop- 
ment which is open in Russia, “ but,” ‘he 
said, “ there is little danger to Cork.” 

DUTY-FREE CARS. 

Probably the most significant feature of 

this suggested menace to the Cork factory 
lies in the fact that the establishment of the 
Ford industry in Austria depends on the 
admission of the car and tractor into that 
sountry free of duty. ’ 
i. Negotiations to this end were opened in 
January last by Sir Percival Perry, the 
European general manager of the firm, and 
it. is stated that Mr. Ford is willing to con- 
tract for thé manufacture‘ of one million 
pounds worth of spare parts fcr cars and 
tractors annually provided that his cars are 
admitted dutv free.

NORTHERN GOVERNMENT'S 
PROPOSAL,

Yesterday’s announcement that the 
Northern Government had made an offer to 
shareholders in the Clogher Valley Railway, 
Ltd., to purchase their £10 shares at £6 each 
was widely discussed in Fermanagh and 
Tyrone. The general feeling among influen- 
tial people was that the proposal would shake 
confidence in the Government’s financial sta- 
bility. | 

A shareholder owning £2,000 stock in the 
concern told our correspondent that he would 
not take one penny less than £10 for every 
share. He added—‘*The late Lord Chief 
Baron Palles, who investigated the soundness 
of the guarantee, put a large sum of money 
into the undertaking, and advised many 
charitable Roman Catholic institutions in the 
South to do likewise. What was good 
enough for Baron Palles is good enough for 
me. 

The directors of the company held a 
special meeting at Aughnacloy for the purpose 
of considering the letter of the Ministry of 
Commerce, dated the 28th March last. In the 
course of the discussion it was suggested 
that the Ministry had. rushed matters, and 
eventually, on the motion of General Mont- 
gomery, it was decided to reply to the Minis- 
try, stating that the directors were prepared 
to approve of a reply drafted by a sub-com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose in which 
various suggestions were made, and hoped 
that it would help towards an agreed solu- 
tion of the problem before them. 

DIRECTORS’ REPLY. 

The letter in question, after setting forth 
the position of the directors, states— 

“ With regard to the suggested price of 
£6, the directors would remind you that at 
the interview which they had with the 
Ministers on the 17th of May last, it was 
suggested by them (the diréctors) that £8 
would be a figure which would mest probably 
commend itself to the shareholders, and they 
are still of an opinion that if an offer. was 
made at that figure it is much more likely 
to meet with general: acceptance than the 
figure of £6 mentioned in your letter, which 
would, they think, be regarded as unreason- 
able. The directors would like to direct the 
attention to the reference on pages 15, 16 and 
17 of the Killen report, dealing with the 
company and its shareholders. They are of 
opinion that the reduction in the Bank rate 
now prevailing should enable the Minister to 
substantially increase his proposal, proceed- 
ing on the lines contemplated in the report 
for the ultimate wiping out of liabilities. Tt 
seems to the directors that the present posi- 
tion is as follows :— 

“1, Liability for payment of the in- 
terest is regarded by the shareholders as 
beyond question, and this view is sup- 
ported by the Killen report, pages Ís 
and 16. 

"a. If the Ministry proceed with the 
proposed offer to the shareholders of £6, 
the directors are of opinion that it will 
not lead to anything conclusive. In 
their judgment, the best prospeet of a 
satisfactory solution would be for the 
Minister to increase his offer to a figure 
which is likely to be acceptable, and 
have a meeting of shareholders in Dublin 
(which appears to be the most convenient 
place for the majori#y) to consider the 
offer. 

As already stated, the directors will be 

glad to co-operate in an effort to reach a 

friendly and satisfactory solution.”

Following an irregular opening on the Stock 
Market, heavy selling developed eariy, when 
pressure was renewed against Coppers and a 
wide assortment of Specialities.

AUSTRALIANS BEGIN 
PRACTICE, 


eT Sn 
SOFT TURF AT LORD'S. 


Following the luncheon to which they were 
entertained earlier in the day by the British 
Sportsman's Club, the Australian cricketers 
went out to Lord’s and indulged in their 
first practice. They were all present, with 
the exception of 8. McCabe, who remained in 
the hotel, as he was suffering from a slight 
attack of enteritis. The Australians were at 
the neis for about two hours, each of them 
having a short spell of batting and bowling, 
while others engaged in catching and fielding 
practice. ' 

The conditions under which the work was 
got through were not, altogether favourable, 
the turf being very soft, and quite unlike 
that to which the Australians are accustomed 
In their own country. Indeed, some of them 
were rather anxious to know if the wickets 
were typical of those on English grounds. 
Chey received the assurance, however, that 
this was not so, whereat they all expressed 
relief. 

This being their first spell of work the 
bowlers did not send the ball down at any- 
thing like their usual pace. Wall and Hur- 
wood, for ,instance, bowled at merely a 
medium rate and did not take their usual 
length of run. 

WOODFULL BOWLED. 
Fairfax created quite a good impression. 
Very tall, he brings his arm over at a good 
height, with a nice, easy action, and he 
obtained a fair amount of spin, but on the 
heavy turf the ball did its work too slowly 
to convey much idea of his real ability. 

A’ Beckett had a good spell of bowling 
and maintained a capital length, while 
Grimmett bowled his leg-breaks with some 
effect. Incidentally, Fairfax caused hilarity 
among the spectators by beating and bowling 
Woodfull, who is recognised as one of the 
hardest men in the world to bowl out. 

Naturally, considerable interest was taken 
in the doings of Kippax, Bradman and 
Jackson, the three famous New South Wales 
run-getters. Jackson confirmed all the good 
things that had been previously said about 
him, impressing everyone with his beautiful 
stvle and grace of execution. Indeed, he 
played almost as if he were in full prac- 
live, and said afterwards that he rather 
liked the pitch, as it was easy to follow 
the bail. 

Bradman brought off a number of excel- 
lent hook strokes, and Kippax showed capi- 
tal form. 

Generally speaking, however, the practice 
was not} taken too seriously, most of the 
batsmen opening their shoulders at the 
majority of deliveries. There will be no 
practice to-day, but work will. be resumed 
to-morrow, when, if the weather and turf 
are more suitable, it is hoped to settle 
down to really strenuous business. — All the 
players are looking forward to an improve- 
meni in the weather and faster pitches.

THE CORINTHIANS, 


- 
THEIR FIRST VISIT TO 
IRELAND, 
(By Over Srecia, CORRESPONDENT.) 

To-morrow The Corinthians will play 
Bohemians at Dalymount Park. They will 
arrive in the city this morning. The match 
is timed for 3.30, and the teams and officials 
will dine in the Gresham Hotel at 7.30. 

Since the foundation of The Corinthians 
by Mr. N. L. Jackson in the season 1881-82, 
the club has held a pre-eminent position in 
English Amateur Football, and now after the 
lapse of almost half a century it stands for 
all that Amateurism means in Association 
football wherever the game is played, 
whether it be in Great Britain, on the Con- 
tinent, or in the Colonies. 

From the outset the club has never receded 
in the slightest from the aims and objects 
of its founders, among whom were Messrs. 
N. C. Bailey, E. C. Bambridge, C. Holden- 
White, N. L. Jackson, Warren Leete, H. A. 
Swepstone, and A. J. Secretan, the latter of 
whom was elected first Secretary and Mana- 
ger. These aims and objects were the deve- 
lopment and fostering of amateur football, 
and right well has the club accomplished its 
mission, as the records of its tours in 
Canada, South Africa, Hungary, Scandinavia, 
and other countries reveal. 

In these days of intensified professionalism 
in football some are inclined to snigger at the 
idea of any amateur club being described as 
‘famous,’* or being capable of exercising 
any influence on British football or iis 
management. But such people are not con- 
versant with ‘the traditions of Corinthians, 
or the part they have played, and continue 
to play, in the game across the water. 

Possibly the club, whose membership was 
originally confined to fifty members, may not 
to-day occupy the exalted position it held 
for very many years after its founda 
tion, but its influence in football 
still endures, and what more flattering 
compliment could be bestowed on it than its 
exemption from the qualifying rounds for the 
English Cup. Originally the members set 
their faces against all cups and prizes, Rule 7 
definitely stating that “the club shall not 
compete for any challenge cup or any other 
prizes of any description whatever” ; but later, 
in order to allow Corinthians to compete for 
the Sheriff of London Shield, a resolution 
was adopted to the effect that in the event 
of a cup competition being started in which 
only one amateur and one professional club 
compete the Con.mittee shall have the power 
to enter the club for such competition. 

CORINTHIANS REPRESENT 
‘ ENGLAND.” 

In one respect the Corinthians have a 
record unequalled by any other club. Twice 
the club provided the entire English team. 
On March 12th, 1894, eleven members of the 
club defeated Wales at Wrexham by 5-1, and 
in the following season they drew (1-1) with 
Wales at Queen's Club, London. 

There is no definite rule of the club de- 
fining a member's qualifications, but there 1s 
an unwritten law confining election to old 
Public School Boys, or members of a Univer: 
sity, playing merit being, of course, essential 
(B. O. Corbett’s “Annals of the Corinthian 
Football Club, 1906.’’). 

And what tootballers those old Public 
School. Boys and University men were in the 
palmy days of Corinthians, when Blackburn 
Rovers, Sheffield, Preston North End, 
Bolton Wanderers, Aston Villa and Notts 
were bewildered by ihe dash and the 
independent methods of the amateurs, whose 
one objective from the time the ball is 
kicked off his goal, and the chief feature of 
whose play is the forward pass, given on the 
run, a style of play which almost brought 
them success even this season in their cup-tie 
against Muillwall. 

Dublin footballers of the school of to-day 
possibly never heard of the brothers A. M. 
and P. M. Walters; of another great back, 
W. J. Oakley; S. H. Day, C. Wreford- 
Brown, I. V. Lodge, A. Amos, Norman 
Bailey, W. N. Cobbold, FE. C. Bambridge, 
J. G. Veitch, one of the greatest centre 
forwards ever known, Tinsley Lindley; his 
rival for that title, G. O. Smith, who played 
centre for England against Archie Goodall of 
Derby County in the first International 
Soccer match played in Dublin at Lansdowne 
Road; G. C. Vassall, the monarch of half- 
backs, Norman Bailey; R. T. Squire. F. E. 
Campbell, or even of their own countrymen, 
M. F. Goodbody, J. V. Nolan-Whelan, and 
one of the clubs finest goalkeepers, W. W. 
Campbell, who should have been “capped’’ 
for Ireland when playing for Freebooters. 
These were names to conjure with; but their 
successors of to-day are little less capable of 
playing the amateur game as it has been 
developed by the Corinthians for close on 
fifty years. 

This will be the first visit of a Corinthian 
team to Ireland. They come here following 
a succéssful tour in Switzerland, and visitors 
to Dalymount Park to-morrow will thus 
have an opportunity for seeing in action a 
representative side of a club, the history of 
which forms one of the most interesting 
chapters in the history of “ soccer ” football,

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GERMANY’S LEAD 
OVER GREAT BRITAIN.

THE DAVIS CUP, 

The first singles match in the Davis Cup 
tie at Queen’s Club, London, yesterday was 
won by Germany, Dr. H. E. Landmann, on his 
first appearance on an English court, defeated 
H. W. Austin by 6-3, 8-6, 5-7, 4-6, 6-4, and 
Dr. Prenn was leading H. G. N. Lee, the 
new British colour, by 6-4, 7-9, 63 when 
lay was postponed until to-day because of 
bad light. 

AUSTIN’S COLLAPSE AND RECOVERY. 

It would seem that drama is inseparable 
from any appearance of H. Austin in a 
Davis Cup match, Last year against Dr. 
Prenn in Berlin he collapsed in the final set 
of the deciding match in the European zone 
final, and yesterday he fell on the court 
twice in the fourth set and again in the fifth 
set. The last time he uttered a sharp cry, 
clutched his right leg and fell prone on the 
court. 

After Mr. H. Roper Barrett, the British 
non-playing captain, and officials had 
massaged the limb, Austin practically 
staggered to the baseline and managed to 
finish the match. Indeed, in the final set the 
Englishman played some of the best lawn 
tennis of heefive sets, and after his collapse 
he was hitting the ball harder off the ground. 

Afterwards Austin said: ‘‘ This is exactly 
what happened to me last year in Berlin. 
Í felt the cramp coming on, but, of course. 
could do nothing, and when it went from the 
top part of the limb to both my calves 
I knew that I could not win.” 

It was unfortunate this ending to a geod 
match. The plight of Austin communicated 
its effect to the mind of his opponent, and, 
although he played well enough to win the 
last set, Landmann was not nearly so potent 
a force as he had been in the earlier sets. 

LANDMANN’S PATIENCE. 

The German, who wears spectacles on the 
court, when the rain fell had an eve-shade to 
keep the rain off his glasses. He was a 
master of the patient game. He revealed 
amazing speed of foot and a nice judgment 
of the right ball to go up on, although the 
whole match was devoid of any prolonged 
net campaign by either player. 

Had Austin adopted a volleying policy 
from the outset, he might have broken the 
German's length from the baseline, but after 
being passed across the hody when coming 
in once or twice in the first set, he evidentiv 
changed his mind about the #fficacy of those 
tactics, and was content to play Landmann 
at his own game for the greater—and, as it 
transpired, the vital—portion of the match. 
Landmann showed nothing exceptional. His 
length all through was better than that of 
Austin. His speed was greater, and the will 
to win apparent in everything he did. Even 
when he was led 4-2 in the final set and 
had lost some of his uncanny accuracy, his 
purpose did not falter, and his feet were in 
perfavt harmony with his racket arm. 

DR. PRENN’S SERVICE. 

H. G. N. Lee was watched anxiously 
against Dr, Prenn in the other singles match. 
His recent feats on hard courts had led the 
selectors to believe that he would make a 
successful début in the Davis Cup, but the 
greater experience of Dr. Prenn told its 
inevitable tale. in the three sets which were 
plaved before bad light caused a postpone, 
ment, the German had a fine service, some 
what reminiscent of the ‘ cannon ball ”’ 
deliveries of the great “ Big Dill” ‘Tilden. 
Ht led 5-1 in the second set, finding the 
sidelines with accuracy, and Lee’s position 
would have been desperate had he not taken 
a few risks to draw up to Sall and take 
the set. 

The third set the Englishman lost, and 
his low ground shots did not come off as 
they had earlier. Lee Jed by 1l-love in the 
third set, but he hit timidly, and Prenn, 
sensing the Englishman's uncertainty, 
crammed all he knew into his game in an 
effort to make a speedy finish. ‘The German 
won a remarkable point in the second sel, 
At 7-6 to Prenn, he hit a hard drive, which 
struck the outside post of the net. Instead 
of going out of play, the ball twisted back 
into Lee’s court, and the latter was so sur- 
prised that he did not make any attempt to 
return it.
